In consequence of 
the redemption of certain bond? dur- 
the past twelve months, there has 
been a reduction of about 810,000,000 
ia the outstanding note circulation 
of the National Banks. There is also 
a prospect that from «175,000,000 to 
55200,000.000 more out of these notes 
will be taken out of circulation with- 
in the next three years, if the banks 
do not substitute the 4% or 4 per 
cents, for ths three per cents, now 
held na a guarantee for the redemp- 
tion of notes. 
This is the utmost 


that the National Bank note circula- 
tion can be curtailed for eight years, 
or until September 1st, 1801, when 
the 4% per cents, become payable. 
Then it will be possible to take out 
of 
circulation §40,000,000, more. 


There ia, therefore, a prospect that 
within nine years from $215,000,000 
to $240,000,000 of National Bank note 
circulation may bo retired, if no more 
4 per cents, are deposited in place of 
those redeemed. 


This is the whole extent of the 


threatened catastrophy. Ib cannot 
possibly be any more for the next 
twenty years, and may not even 
reach these proportions. 'What are 
the remedies to prevent even such a 
contraction of $2-10,000,000 paper 
money in the next nine years? Thero 
are two, one of which is already 
operative and the other can be 
availed of at any time. The opera- 
tive cause is the issue of coin cer- 
tificates, which have behind them 
the precious metals in coin forms.

there would be no disturbance of the 
financial equilibrium—only an ex- 
change of one form of money for 
another. If the banks are not mak- 
ing anything with notes against 
bonda at 3 per cent., they will lose 
nothing by aach a change. 
The country was never in a better 


condition to giv^e tip all National 
Bank circulation than now. Even if 
we had nothing but TLiegal Tenders,, 
that would be na much paper mon.ey 
circulation aa we had before tlie war. 
But we have, in addition, 8134,000,- 
000 in coin certificate circulation, 
and can add about $200,000,000 more 
right awav. This would give the 
country 8334,000,000 iu this form of 
paper money, or within 820,000,000 
of the prese'nt National Bank note 
circulation. We are producing from 
870,000,000 to $80,000,000 in gold 
and silver every year. Boom in 
needed for this money. Aa private 
paper is withdrawn this Gold ond 
Silver will go into circulation iu the 
form most desired by the people. 
The Government could well afford to 
take the surplus Silver bullion of 
the country at its averogo commercial 
value in Gold, and issua certificates 
therefor, to be received in the pay- 
ment of all debts and to be redeemed 
in Gold or Silver coin at the option 
of the holder. It looks very much as 
if National Bank note circulation had 
reached its maximum, and that coin 
certificates would fill the vacuum.

Theae figures show that there is 
•865,824,681 more money in circula- 
tion _ iu the form of coin certificates 
than' there was a year ago, against a 
loss of 810,000,000 in National Bank 
note circulation in the same interval. 
ID other words the paper money cir- 
culation of the country shows a net 
increase of 865,824,681 during the 
year ending October 1,1883. 


It is all folly to say that these coin 


certificates are not as goo.d and as 
available for general circulation as 
the National Bank notes. No better 
paper money is floated in any part of 
the world than coin certificates. 
Even those issued against deposits of 
Silver Dollars have us much intrin- 
sic value as the National Bank note, 
for iu the event of any scarcity of 
Gold that would disturb the present 
equilibrium, the National 
Banks 


Tvonlcl not hesitate to avail them- 
aelves of their right to redeem their 
aotes in Silver Dollars, which can 
always be had for Silver certificates 
direct from the United States Treas- 
ury*, In such an extremity the Gov- 
ernment would also redeem its Legal 
Tent-'er notes in Silver Dollars to.the 
extent of any surplus in hand over 
Silve r certificates outstanding at the 
time. 
Now on increase of 4555,824,- 


681 ia such superior paper money 
aa coin certificates -within a single 
vear, over and above tho loss of Na- 
tional Bank notes, ought not to be 
considered as having in it any of the 
elements of danger, or even the ap- 
pearance of danger. 


So long as we can increase the 


amount of paper money afloat to the 
extent of 830,000,000, or S&5,000,000 
par annum, there ia " uo use of luy- 
ing awake nights studying problems 
for saving tho National Bunk note 
circulation from dropping out en- 
tholy. Thero is too ranch idle coin 
and bullion in tho United States 
Treasury to entoituin much ansiofy 
as to what wo aro to do iu case the 
"banks refuse to maintain their cir- 
•oulation by substituting 4 per cents. 
for the 3 and 4% per centa. that are 
likely to be called in during the next 
nine years. The Government need 
;not buy up its 1 per cents, ut a pie 
niium of 15 per cent, paying for the 
samo in a now and long bond at 3 per 
cent. It iw not necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to stand sponsor for State 
debts in order that a busis for noto 
circulation may be secured, nor is it 
necessary 
that 
the 
Government 


should become responsible for the 
bonds of other countries in order to 
get such a basis. Tho problem will 
solve itself if left alone, and in the 
interest of sound finance. 


On the 1st of October. 1883, the 


Government had S89,431,780 in Gold 
coin in excess of the amount held to 
redeem Gold coin certificates.. 
It 


.also hud SGI,883,876 in Gold bullion, 
which the mints can soon run into 
coin. 
There was also na excess of 


y35,C65,412 iu Standard Dollars on 
hand over the amount hold for the 
redemption of certincatas, and $£>,- 
107,991 in Silver bullion that will be 
turned into Standard Dollars before 
tho 1st of January. Here is a value 
of $192,200,000 in idle Gold and Sil- 
vur that can be turned loose when- 
ever wanted. This money will come 
out among tbe people just as soon as 
there is room for it, either in a me- 
tallic form or in the representative 
form of coiu certificates. If, there- 
fore, the whole of the National Bank 
note circulation, based on the 3 per 
•centa,, were withdrawn to-morrow,
